JAMES WALKER PAYNE 


James Walker Payne was born on a farm in Pittsylvania Coun- 
ty, Commonwealth of Virginia, on April 17, 1880. He came to 
North Carolina in early life. He first made his home in Spencer, 
where he was engaged in the mercantile business, later crossing 
the imaginary line and becoming a resident of Salisbury. Since 
January 1, 1918, he has been credit manager of the Salisbury Dis- 
trict of the Duke Power Company, and its predecessors. 


Jim Payne is a Christian gentleman, beyond reproach, and has 
been very active in the civic affairs of his community, having ser- 
ved as steward in the first Methodist Church of Salisbury, N. C., 
for the past twenty-one years; past president of the Smoot Baraca 
Bible Class; a strong supporter of all Church and Sunday School 
and civic affairs. He is a charter member of the Salisbury Kiwanis 
Club, and served as its president during the year 1936, and during 
his term of office, under his leadership, the club made a marvelous 
record in the civic life. 


He has one son, James Walker Payne, Jr., age 18, who is now 
in the United States Navy. 


MASONIC RECORD 


Only five men have served as presiding officers of the four 
Masonic Grand Bodies in North Carolina, and Jim Payne, now the 
Grand Master of Masons, is one of them. During his Masonic 
career, whenever Masonry called for assistance, he has ever been 
found in the front ranks. He has the distinction of having attend- 
ed the annual meetings of the Grand Chapter, Grand Commandery, 
and Grand Council for twenty nine successive years, without ab- 
sence. А record enjoyed by no other Mason in this jurisdiction. 


For the past three decades Masonry in North Carolina has 
felt the influence of Jim Payne. Although his search for light and 
truth began in the Commonwealth of Virgina, where he was raised 
in Roman Eagle Lodge No. 122, A. Е. & A. M., of Danville, on 
May 5, 1903, his activity and influence has been expended in our 
jurisdiction, for in April, 1915, he became affiliated with Spen- 
сет Lodge No. 543, of Spencer. Grand Master George S. Norfleet 
appointed him District Deputy Grand Master for the 25th Masonic 
District in January 1918, and on June 11 of the same year he was 
elected Master. of his Lodge and so served for a period of four | 
years. The need of his influence and sterling qualities was felt in 
Grand Lodge and resulted in his appointment as Grand Steward 
in April 1936 by Grand Master J. Giles Hudson. He has served as 
Grand Representative of various Grand Lodges near the Grand, 
Lodge of North Carolina, as will appear in the Masonic Record. 


In Capitular Masonry he was exalted in Salisbury Chapter, 
No. 20, Royal Arch Masons of Salisbury, on July 25, 1910, and 
served as High Priest in 1914 and 1915. In the Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter of North Carolina, he served for twenty-nine years as a 
member of the most important committees. He was elected Grand 
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Master of the First Veil in 1918; served through all Grand Chapter 
stations; and was elected Grand High Priest in the Grand Convo- 
cation at Gastonia in May 1925. He represented the Grand Сћар- 
ter of Quebec near this jurisdiction. Again in 1927 Grand Chap- 
ter called for his services and since that time he has served as 
Grand Treasurer. He was admitted to the Anointed High Priest- 
hood in 1915; was President of Grand Convention of North Caro- 
lina in 1921;.and since 1927 has served as its Treasurer. 


The Cryptic Rite has also felt his influence. Greeted in Ado- 
niram Council, No. 2, R. & S. M., of Salisbury, he served his 
Council for two years as Illustrious Master. He was elected 
Grand Master of the Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters 
in 1922, and has served as Grand Treasurer since 1927. He was 
Grand Representative of the Grand Council of the District of 
Columbia. | 


In June 1911, he was dubbed a Knight Templar in Salisbury 
Commandery, No. 18, and became Eminent Commander in 1920, 
serving for two years. At the Grand Conclave held at Durham, 
N. C., in May 1928, he was elected Grand Warder; served in all 
line offices and was elected Grand Commander at the Fifty-fifth 
Annual Conclave at Raleigh, N. C., on October 25, 1935. In 1941 
he was re-elected as Grand Treasurer, and has served continually 
since that date. 


He assisted in organizing Spencer Chapter, No. 31, Order of 
the Eastern Star, at Spencer, N. C., in September 1915; was its 
first Worthy Patron, serving for six years; and was elected 
Grand Patron in 1918. 


He is a member of St. John of Patmos Conclave, No. 67, Im- 
perial, Ecclesiastical and Military Order of the Red Cross of 
Constantine. He was elected M. P. Sovereign in 1940 and is now 
serving his third year as such. 


He was a member of Howell Lodge, Мо. 3-а, Royal Ark 
Mariners, and Howell Council, No. 3-a, Red Cross Knights under 
the Supreme Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Scotland. When the 
Grand Council of the Allied Masonic Degrees of the United 
States of America, founded in 1892, was expanded in 1933 with 
recognition from: the Grand Council of England, he became a 
founder and member of Howell Council, No. 3-a; founder and 
member of Grand Master’s Council; Knight Grand Cross. 


He was made a Knight Templar Priest by Mount of the Holy 
Cross Tabernacle, No. 1, served as its Preceptor; and has been 
coronetted a Knight Commander. 


Having presided over his Lodge, Chapter, Council and Com- 
mandery, he was dubbed a Knight of the York Cross of Honour, 
under the Convent General of the United States of America. 


He has advanced year after year until his election as Grand 
Master. 


Jim Payne loves his friends and is never happier than when, 
in his quiet and unassuming manner, he is ministering to their 
needs and happiness. The Masons of North Carolina have, there- 
fore, looked well to the East and have placed at the helm of our 
great work a most highly esteemed craftsman in the person of 
Most Worshipful James Walker Payne.

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FIRST DAY—NIGHT SESSION 
Raleigh, М. C., April 20, 1943. 


The Grand Lodge of North Carolina convened in its 
one hundred and fifty-sixth Annual Communication in 
the Masonic' Temple in Raleigh, М. C., on Tuesday, April 
20th, 1943, at 7:80 p. m., and was opened in ample form 
by M.'.W.'.James E. Shipman, Grand Master, presiding, 
it appearing that a constitutional number of lodges was 
represented. 

Prayer was offered by the Grand Chaplain:

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GRAND MASTER'S ADDRESS 


The Grand Master made the following address which 
was referred to the Board of General Purposes: , 


My BRETHREN: Again we are assembled in another 
annual communication of the Grand Lodge of North Ca- 
rolina, in the home city of our Grand Jurisdiction. We 
have not come with the ease and comfort of former years. 
The unusual conditions, occasioned by the great emer- 
gency through which we are passing, have made our 
journey much more difficult. But notwithstanding our 
handicaps, we have gathered here a militant body of loy- 
al Masons to transact the business of the 156th annual 
communication of our Grand Lodge, and which, we trust, 
will accomplish much for the promotion of Masonry in 
North Carolina. I am most happy to welcome each and 
every one of you to this communication, and to express 
to you my sincere appreciation of your interest in the 
welfare of our great fraternity. 

It is also a peculiar pleasure to extend a most cordial 
greeting and welcome to our distinguished visitors from 
other Grand Jurisdictions. You have graciously honor- 
ed us with your presence, and we wish for you a most 
happy and enjoyable sojourn with us. 


FRATERNAL DEAD 


We shall pause at the beginning of our deliberations 
to pay tribute to our fraternal dead. Since we last met 
many brethren of our own and our sister Grand Juris- 
dictions have laid down the working tools of life, and 
passed to that undiscovered country from whose bourne 
no traveler returns. Some of them have fallen upon the 
battle fronts of the global war in which we are engaged, 
in defense of those sacred rights and privileges that have 
ever been near and dear to us as citizens and as Masons. 
Among the departed of our own official family are Past 
Grand Masters James LeGrand Everett and Harry T. 
Paterson, and District Deputy Grand Masters John S. 
McEachern, and J. M. Turley. We deplore their pass- 
ing and cherish their memory and yet we bow in hum- 
ble submission to the will of Him “who doeth all things

well.” Suitable memorials will be offered by special 
committees and the Committee on Necrology. May we 
stand for à moment in silence as a tribute to their mem- 
ory. 

In compliance with Masonic law and usage, I now 
render an account of the way and manner in which I 
have discharged the trust you so graciously reposed in 
me when you elevated me to the office of Grand Mas- 
ter. 


VISITATIONS 


When I accepted this high honor, it was then appar- 
ent that the usual activities of the Grand Master could 
not be carried on as they had been in previous years 
because of the abnormal conditions then confronting us. 
The restrictions on rubber had just become effective, 
and the then anticipated rationing of gasoline soon fol- 
lowed. Because of these regulations, the customary 
tour of the Grand Master and Grand Secretary of the 
Masonic Districts could not be made by private auto- 
mobile, the usual and most convenient method of trans- 
portation. These restrictions tremendously increased 
travel by bus and train, and we therefore had to aban- 
don the tour or undertake to make it in overcrowded 
buses and trains. We also felt that these regulations 
would materially reduce the attendance on the district 
meetings and that perhaps the good accomplished would 
not justify the expense. Therefore, after due considera- 
tion, we reached the conclusion that it would not be wise 
to undertake to carry out the usual district meeting 
program. But, notwithstanding this decision, it was my 
` purpose to make a more extended visitation of subordi- 
nate lodges and district meetings than I afterwards 
found it possible to accomplish. As time passed, handi- 
caps multiplied and I have come to the close of my ad- 
ministration with a much smaller number of official 
visits than any other Grand Master in recent years. 
But, nevertheless, I am happy to say that the communi- 
cations and other Masonic gatherings that it has been 
my privilege to attend, were most delightful experiences 
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for me. The attendance in the main was surprisingly 
good, and the spirit of the meetings highly inspirational. 
I was profoundly impressed with the zeal and enthusi- 
asm of the brethren for the upbuilding of Masonry and 
with their high sense of appreciation of its spirit and 
meaning. I shall ever be genuinely grateful for the priv- . 
ilege of these fraternal contacts. 


The brethren throughout the State were most gen- · 
erous in extending me invitations to lodge meetings and 
other Masonic gatherings and it will ever be a source of 
deep regret that I could not accept them all. 


Invitations were extended fne to attend a number of 
annual communications and other Masonic gatherings 
in other Grand Jurisdictions for which I am most deep- 
ly appreciative, but which I regretfully declined on ac- 
count of the inconvenience of travel. 


On the morning of February 22, 1943, I attended the 
meeting of the George Washington Masonic Memorial 
Association in Alexandria, Virginia. This meeting was 
well attended, and the exercises were interesting and 
inspirational. We were honored by the appointment at 
this meeting of our own able and highly esteemed Past 
Grand Master Charles P. Eldridge as а member of the 
Board of Directors of the Association. Donations to the 
fund for the completion and maintenance of the Mem- 
orial of approximately $71,000.00 were made, and I am 
happy to report that $2,000.00 of this amount was a pay- 
ment on our previously assumed quota made pursuant 
to the action of the Grand Lodge at our last annual com- 
munication upon the recommendation of Grand Master 
Eldridge. This donation brings the paid percentage of 
our contribution to 96.1%, and I sincerely trust that we 
may be able to discharge it in full at the next meeting 
of the Association. I recommend that an appropriation 
of $2,500.00 for this purpose be made at this session of 
the Grand Lodge, which will be slightly more than 
enough to liquidate our obligation. We should feel а keen 
sense of satisfaction in having a part in the erection 
and maintenance of this beautiful structure, which, we 
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trust, will stand throughout the years as an expression 
of our love, reverence and devotion to our illustrious 
Brother George Washington, the Mason. 


On the afternoon of February 22nd, on the invita- 
tion of Grand Secretary John H. Anderson, I attended 
the Grand Secretary's Conference at the Willard Hotel 
in Washington, and in the evening the dinner given at 
this conference. This meeting was well attended by 
Grand Secretaries from the various grand jurisdictions 
of this country, and the program was most interesting 
and instructive. 

On February 23rd, and 24th, I attended the Grand 
Masters’ Conference which was also held in the Willard 
Hotel, and at which forty-six of the forty-nine Grand 
Masters of the Grand Jurisdictions of this country were 
present, and each of the other three were represented by 
a Grand Lodge officer. Many questions of vital interest 
to the fraternity were ably discussed by distinguished - 
Masons from every section of our country. 

I also attended the annual meeting of the Masonic 
Service Association on the afternoon of February 24th, 
and was deeply impressed with the reports of the activi- 
ties of the Association as presented by able and well 
informed Masons from every part of the nation. This 
meeting was well attended and there was evident a very 
keen sense of satisfaction because of the achievements 
of the Association during the past year and much zeal 
and enthusiasm were manifested for a more aggressive 
and enlarged program for the coming year. - 

These meetings and conferences in Washington were 
also attended, in part at least, by the following disting- 
u'shed Masons of North Carolina: 


Brother John H. Anderson, Grand Secretary, and 
Past Grand Masters Hubert M. Poteat, J. Edward Al- 
len, and Charles P. Eldridge. 

Brother Allen, our Grand Representative to the 
George Washington Masonic Memorial Association, and 
to the Masonic Service Association, will file reports of 
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these meetings and of the activities of the Associations 
at this session of the Grand Lodge. 


DISPENSATIONS 


The usual dispensations for the election of officers 
where lodges have failed to elect at the time specified 
in the Code and to fill vacancies arising from the death 
or resignation of officers have been granted. An un- 
usual number of vacancies has occurred on account of 
the enlistment of lodge officers in the service. 


On the 5th day of February, 1943, I issued a dispensa- 
tion permitting Luke MeGlaughan Lodge, No. 504, to 
move its meeting place from Ahoskie to Powellsville, af- 
ter Colerain Lodge, No. 171, and Aulander, Lodge, No. 
516, whose jurisdictions would have been effected by 
such removal, had given their consent. 

On the 20th day of January, 1943, I gave permission 
to Wanchese Lodge, No. 521, to change its meeting place 
from Wanchese to the Odd Fellows’ Hall in Manteo for 
the reason that all of its officers reside in Manteo, ex- 
cept the Tiler. The lodge may determine at any time to 
return to its hall in Wanchese or may be directed to do so 
by the Grand Master or the Grand Lodge. 


Being of the opinion that a Grand Master has no au- 
thority to issue special dispensations, except where the 
power has been conferred upon him by the Grand Lodge, 
I have refused to grant them. when I found no authority 
to warrant such action. I have found no law empower- 
ing the Grand Master to issue dispensations suspend- 
ing the mandatory provisions of the Statutes prescrib- 
ing the period of residence of applicants for the degrees, 
the time that must elapse before a petition can be bal- 
lotted upon; the communications at which the ballot can 
be taken, and the time that must elapse before a reject- 
ed applicant can file a new petition, and all requests for 
such dispensations have been refused. 


OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


It has been my privilege to attend the larger part of 
the meetings of the Board of Directors of the Orphan- 
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age for the last three years. These visits have given me 
a splendid opportunity to observe the facilities of the in- 
stitution, the character of the teaching and training the 
children are receiving, and the fine expression of inter- 
est and enthusiasm manifested by our Superintendent, 
Brother Creasy K. Proctor, and his staff of able co-work- 
ers. From what I have seen and heard, I am fully con- 
vinced that no other institution anywhere in our South- 
land is rendering a higher, nobler and more efficient 
service. The Oxford Orphanage has been most fittingly 
styled “The brightest jewel of North Carolina Masonry." 
Unfortunate children are received here from all sec- 
tions of our State, and prepared for life and for useful- 
ness, most of whom, without this opportunity, would 
have had no chance in life. The Masons of North Ca- 
rolina are profoundly grateful for the privilege to main- 
tain and support this institution. Under the able lead- 
ership of Superintendent Proctor, the Orphanage, in re- 
cent years, has been operated successfully with a smaller 
appropriation from the Grand Lodge than formerly, 
because of other sources of revenue, particularly the 
revenue derived from the singing class. However, the 
situation arising from the tire and gasoline restrictions 
made it imperative to take the singing class off of the. 
road for the duration, and which will result in a loss of 
about $15,000.00 annually to the institution. This loss, 
together with the rapidly increasing cost of operation, 
makes it absolutely imperative that our appropriation 
be larger than it has been in recent years., I therefore 
recommend an appropriation of $50,000.00 for the en- 
suing year. I also avail myself of the opportunity to 
urge the subordinate lodges, as the season approaches 
in your respective communities for the class to pass your 
way, to remember the Orphanage with the same liberal- 
ity of former years. Let us remember the thrill and the 
inspiration that have come to us from the programs 
heretofore rendered by the class, and make an even larg- 
er contribution than we have been accustomed to make 
when the class was with us. 
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MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


Every Mason in North Carolina should have a pe- 
culiar pride in this institution. In the contribution we 
are making toward its support and maintenance, we are 
exemplifying in the highest degree those virtues of 
friendship, benevolence and charity that have ever been 
recognized as underlying principles of our order. It was 
my pleasure to attend and preside at the August meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors, and I was much impressed 
with the interest manifested by the members of the 
Board in the welfare of the home. While there I enjoyed 
the privilege of meeting and conversing with many of 
the guests, and from which I experienced a genuine 
pleasure. Happiness and contentment permeated the en- 
tire atmosphere, and I saw no indication whatever of 
any discontent on the part of any of the guests. This 
institution under the capable leadership of Brother 
George R. Bennette is meeting the expectations of both 
the Masons and the members of the order of the East- 
ern Star, and is fulfilling іп, а most remarkable way the 
mission for which it was established. It is in truth and 
in fact a haven for our aged brethren, their widows and 
friends whom misfortune has overtaken in the evening of 
life. I commend the Order of the Eastern Star for the 
invaluable contribution it has made, and continues to 
make to this most worthy cause. Because of the increas- 
ed expense of operation and maintenance, I feel that the 
usual appropriation of recent years should be increased. 
I therefore recommend an appropriation by this Grand 
Lodge of $12,000.00 for the ensuing year. 


THE ORPHANS’ FRIEND AND MASONIC: JOURNAL 


The Orphans’ Friend and Masonic Journal has been 
of inestimable value to the cause of Freemasonry in 
North Carolina. Its able Editor, Brother F. M. Pinnix, 
by his editorials and by the publication of contributed 
articles of well informed Masons has ever kept the true 
principles and ideals of Masonry before the craft. The 
activities of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Officers, and 
of the subordinate ladges have been regularly published 
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and every Mason in the state has had the opportunity 
to keep informed as to our growth and progress. It is 
gratifying to know that the subscription list has in- 
creased materially during the past year, and from which 
it is evident that the brethren are becoming more ap- 
preciative of the merit and value of The Orphans’ Friend. 
I wish to express my profound gratitude to Brother Pin- 
nix for his able and valuable services during my admin- 
istration. 


DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 


It has been my good fortune to have a capable, active 
and cooperative staff of District Deputy Grand Mas- 
ters. Many of them have visited all of their lodges and 
have kept in close touch with them. Many others have 
visited the major portion of them and have kept in con- 
tact with the remaining ones by correspondence. A com- 
paratively small number of lodges, however, have re- 
ceived very little, if any, assistance from their District 
Deputy Grand Master because of their own indiffer- 
ence and lack of cooperation. 

In the main, all of the District Deputies have wrought 
well during this trying year. They have done much to 
enlist and maintain interest; to see that their lodges 
function in accordance with Masonic law and usage, and 
to enthuse and inspire the craft to greater activity for 
the welfare of the Order. This Grand Body owes much 
to them for their faithful and efficient service, and for 
which I am happy to register my most grateful appreci- 
ation. 


LECTURE SERVICE 


Our Grand Lecturer, Brother Z. V. Snipes, and our 
Assistant Grand Lecturers Brothers J. W. Patton, J. F. 
Marquette, P. C. Stott, and J. W. Alford, have favored 
me with reports of their activities. This has been a dif- 
ficult year for them; but nevertheless the lecture service 
has been carried on as successfully as could be expect- 
ed.- Their reports indicate an increased interest in the 
study of the ritual, as well as in other. Masonic activi- 
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ties. I wish to commend our able Grand Lecturer for 
nis efficient supervision of the lecture service and our 
Assistant Grand Lecturers for their contributions to 
our ritualistic program. 

We recognize the basic value of the ritual. We know 
that by it the tenets of Freemasonry have been trans- 
mitted from time immemorial and that without it, we 
could not exist as a fraternity. We know that an intel- 
ligent knowledge of the ritual is vitally essential to our 
continued growth and progress. It is very seldom that 
a Mason to whom the ritual makes no appeal, ever man- 
ifests а real interest in Masonry. We know, from ex- 
perience, that the brethren who acquire an intelligent 
knowledge of the ritual are the active leaders and work- 
ers in our subordinate lodges, and that the progress of 
our lodges is attributable to their efforts. It is there- 
fore of vital importance that our lecture service main- 
tain a high standard of efficiency, and that it be ade- 
quately supported by the Grand Lodge. Having served 
on the Board of Custodians for а number of years my 
contacts with our Assistant Grand Lecturers have en- 
abled me to know their qualifications and I unhesitating- 
ly express the opinion that they are not only thorough- 
ly proficient in the ritual; but that they are deeply in- 
terested in seeing that the Masons of North Carolina 
receive the benefit of the very best ritualistic instruc- 
tion. 

They are rendering an indispensable service and 
must give it all of their time. In view of the increased 
cost of living, I do not feel that they are being adequate- 
ly compensated, and I therefore recommend that this 
Grand Lodge make a substantial increase in their com- 
pensation. 


THE PHYSICAL STANDARD OF THE WORK 


We have not been able to place the completed Phy- 
sical Standard of the Work in the hands of our lodges 
because of mechanical difficulties in printing it. It is 
well on the way to completion now and should be ready 
for distribution within a short time. I have been di- 
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rectly associated with this project since its inception and 
I have followed every detail of its preparation, being 
present at every meeting at which it was discussed as 
well as when it was in the course of preparation. I am 
thoroughly convinced of its necessity.and I can see the 
value that it will be to our lodges and the contribution 
that it can make to a better proficiency in our degree 
work, if the officers of our lodges will make full use 
of it. 


RITUALISTIC PROFICIENCY 


The restrictions heretofore mentioned have affected 
the work planned under this subject. We have not put 
forth our usual, or our best, efforts during the past 
year, in promoting proficiency examinations. We held 
one examination at Raleigh, on July 29, 1942, at which 
eight applicants were examined; seven were certified, 
two as Certified Lecturers (Class “А”), and five as Cer- 
tified Instructors (Class “В”). That examination cost 
$53.99, or $6.75 per capita of those examined, and $7.- 
71 per capita of those certified. 

An examination was held in Raleigh on Monday, April 
19th, 1943, at which there were seven applicants, all of 
whom passed. Three will be certified as Lecturers and 
four will be certified as Instructors. 

The roster of certified brethren will appear in the 
report of the Board of Custodians and will show fifty 
Certified Lecturers (Class “А”), and nineteen Certified 
Instructors (Class “В”), a total of sixty-nine. These | 
brethren are located in forty-eight lodges, in thirty-four 
counties and in twenty-nine districts of the state. 

Since this program started in April, 1940, it has 
made steady, substantial and gratifying progress, and 
if it had not been for the unusual conditions brought 
about by the war, I am confident that our progress would 
have been much greater, and that we would more nearly 
have reached the goal set in 1941, to have at least 200 
certified brethren by 1945. 


My connection with this program has convinced me 
that it has done much to stimulate interest in the study 
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of the ritual by the craft generally, and I recommend 
that it be continued under the direction of the Board of 
Custodians and that a reasonable appropriation be made 
therefor. 


MASONIC FELLOWSHIP SERVICE 


The Masonic Service Association, of which the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina has been a member for many 
years, was organized at the close of the first World War 
in order that American Masonry might speak with a 
united voice and act with united strength in times of 
crisis and emergency. It is the servant of the Grand 
Lodges, seeking to do their will. Months before the pre- 
sent war was declared, the Executive Commission be- 
gan to work out plans for Centers at the camps whieh ` 
were rapidly multiplying all over the nation. Today 
there are more than forty of these centers in operation, 
and the work is being supported by thirty-seven Grand 
. Lodges. These -thirty-seven include all the twenty-eight 
member Grand Lodges, except North Carolina, and the 
. following non-member Grand Lodges: Alabama, Illinois, 
Indiana, Maine, Missouri, New York, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Pennsylvania, and Virginia. In addition, seven national 
Masonic organizations are supporting the work; the Nor- 
thern Supreme Council of the Scottish Rite, the Grand 
. Encampment of the United States, the Shrine, the Grand 
Chapters of the Eastern Star, the Order of Rainbow, 
the Grotto, and the National League of Masonic Clubs. 
In other words, American Freemasonry is more nearly 
united in this effort than it has ever been in its history, 
with the single exception of the construction of the 
Washington Memorial at Alexandria, Virginia. ~ 


The principal objection which has been raised here 
to the MSA welfare program is that it merely duplicates 
the work of the USO. Each organization, to be sure, has 
its buildings in which simple entertainment is offered 
to service men, but there the resemblance ceases. The 
MSA centers are carrying Masonry to Masons and their 
friends and are rendering, through the agents in charge, 
innumerable services to brethren in need and distress. 
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They are, in short, centers of Masonic fellowship. Fur- 
thermore, what the MSA does for them will be remem- 
bered by them when they return home, and by their non- 
Mason friends. Warm support of this work seems to me 
to be the best possible insurance policy on the future of 
American Freemasonry. 


In view of their facilities our lodges near the camps 
have rendered much helpful service especiall in the 
conferring of courtesy degrees, and they deserve the 
praise and the thanks of this Grand Lodge. The fact 
remains, however, that the task is far too great for men 
who, however loyal to Masonic duty, must work at their 
own affairs. 


I therefore recommend: 


1. That this Grand Lodge express its hearty approv- 
al of the policy and the accomplishments of the Mason- 
ie Service Association in the matter of service centers 
at camps; 

2. That the Masonic Service Association be invited 
to set up centers in North Carolina at the earliest pos- 
sible moment; 

3. That our Masons be given the opportunity, in 
whatever way the incoming Grand Master may deem 
wise, of making voluntary contributions toward the ever 
SSES success of this great enterprise. 


THE GRAND LODGE STUDENT LOAN FUND 


Upon the recommendation of the Masonic Educa- 
tional Loan Fund Committee, this Committee, at our 
last annual communication, was increased by three ad- 
ditional members, viz: The Grand Master, the Grand 
Secretary and one member to be appointed by the Grand 
Master. I had the honor to appoint my immediate dis- 
tinguished predecessor, Past Grand Master Charles P. 
Eldridge. This Committee has met as recommended by 
the report adopted at the last annual communication, 
and will make a report which we trust may be of some 
value in the solution of the problems presented by this 
subject.

liar privilege to make this award to you brethren for the 
outstanding contribution you have made to Masonry by 
the distinguished service you have rendered and by your 
exemplary conduct before your brethren and before the 
world.

DECISIONS 


My advice has been sought upon few questions of 
Masonic law. The answers to practically all of these 
were readily found in clear and unmistakable statutory 
provisions of the Code; and, in the main, were answered 
by reference to the applicable statutes. 

I have made only two rulings, which, in my opinion, 
rise to the dignity of decisions, and are as follows: 


DECISION Мо. 1: A subordinate lodge rejected an ap- 
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plicant for the degrees. Six months later he repetitioned 
the lodge; but his new petition was not forwarded to the 
Grand Secretary within three days from the time it was 
received and read in open lodge. It was balloted upon 
within less than one lunar month from its receipt. The 
ballot was favorablé and the Entered Apprentice De- 
gree was conferred before the illegal Bees was 
ascertained. 2 

` The action of the lodge was illegal in three material 
respects. 
It was violative of: 


1. Section 127 of the Code, which provides that 
twelve months must elapse before a rejected applicant 
can repetition the lodge. 

‚ 2. Section 120 of the Code, which provides that after 
a petition has been received and read in open lodge, it 
must be forwarded to the Grand Secretary within three 
days. 

3. Section 121 of the Code, which provides that a pe- 
tition can be received only at a stated communication, 
and that one lunar month must elapse between its re- 
ception and the balloting thereon, which must alsd be 
done at a stated communication. 


News 


Two questions were presented: 


1. Could the candidate be healed as to the Entered 
Apprentice Degree by order of the Grand Master under 
the provisions of Section 148 of the Codé? 


2. If so, would such healing validate his election to 
the other two degrees and entitle him to receive them? 


These questions gave me much concern and іп an en- ` 
deavor to reach a correct conclusion, I not only in- 
vestigated all available authority, but sought the opin- 
ions of a number of distinguished brethren whose know- 
ledge of Masonic law is far superior to mine, and who 
gave me much valuable assistance. To my mind, the 
scope of Section 148 is not very clear from the language 
employed and is difficult of interpretation. The provi- 
sions of the Statutes that were violated are mandatory in 
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their nature. I was therefore not convinced that I had 
the power to permit the healing of the candidate as to 
the Entered Apprentice Degree, and was of the opinion 
that if I had such power, his healing in this degree wauld 
not validate his election as to the other two degrees. It 
is clear, I think, that the power conferred upon the 
Grand Master by Section 148 is discretionary. I there- 
fore decided that regardless of whether I had the power 
to heal the candidate as an Entered Apprentice, I would 
not do so. I did not think it would be in the interest 
of Masonry to cure what had been done and then place 
the candidate in the position of having to await the ex- 
piration of twelve months from his rejection to file a 
new petition for the other degrees, with the possibility 
of another rejection. 


I therefore held: 


1. That the candidate could not be healed as an Еп- 
tered Apprentice until after he had repetitioned the 
lodge at least twelve months after his rejection, and had 
been elected for the degrees. 


2. That he could then, with the permission of the 
Grand Master, be healed as an Entered Apprentice and 
would then be eligible for the other degrees. 


DECISION No. 2: A lodge of this jurisdiction received 
a petition for the degrees from an applicant who had 
not been a resident of the state for twelve months, and 
who, prior thereto, was understood by the lodge peti- 
tioned to be a resident of Pennsylvania. It appears 
that the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania i$ one of a 
number of Grand Jurisdictions in this country that re- 
tains jurisdiction over profanes for a definite time after 
they leave that state and become residents of other 
states. It also appears that we have established prece- 
dents recognizing and respecting such jurisdiction, and 
that our statutes governing waivers have been so con- 
strued. It also appears from these precedents that 
the procedure to be followed by the lodge desiring the 
waiver is to request same through the office of the 
Grand Secretary, and that he obtains it for the request- 
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ing lodge from the Grand Jurisdiction from whence the 
applicant removed. However, in this instance the lodge 
desiring the waiver made its request direct to the sub- 
ordinate lodge in Pennsylvania within whose jurisdic- 
tion the candidate resided prior to his removal to this 
State. The matter was then referred to me by Brother 
John A. Lathwood, Right Worshipful Grand Master of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, who advised that 
the procedure was not in accord with that Grand Juris- 
diction in that all correspondence relative to waivers of 
jurisdiction must be carried on by the«Grand Jurisdic- 
tions concerned, and that if the applicant were а legal 
resident of Pennsylvania, of which he expressed grave 
doubt, it would be necessary to request his office for a 
waiver of jurisdiction. 

After reviewing the statutes governing waivers, and 
the statutes and regulations pertaining tó the sovereign- 
ty of our Grand Jurisdiction within its own territorial 
limits, I reached the conclusion that this Grand Lodge 
did not recognize the right of other Grand Jurisdictions 
to retain jurisdiction over profanes when they became 
residents of this state, and só advised Grand Master 
Lathwood. I also advised the Secretary of the lodge that 
had requested the waiver of my decision and instructed 
him that the petitioner would have to be a resident of 
this state for twelve months before he would be eligible 
for the degrees. I may say also that the petition in this 
case was not legal for the reason that the recommenders 
were not members of the lodge requesting the waiver, 
and I referred the Secretary to the applicable statute. 

However, upon further consideration of the jurisdic- 
tional question involved, I reached the conclusion that I 
was in error and reversed my ruling. I thereupon in- 
structed the lodge in question that if the legal petition 
for the degrees were filed by the applicant, the request 
for the waiver should be made through the office of the 
Grand Secretary, and not to the subordinate lodge of the 
foreign jurisdiction. I do not think, however, that our 
position on this question is correct for two reasons: 


1. We do not retain jurisdiction over profanes when 
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they leave our state, and therefore have none to waive. 
When a resident of this state becomes a resident of an- 
other state, he must remain there the requisite time un- 
der law of that jurisdiction before he is eligible to ap- 
ply for the degrees. Therefore as we grant no favors, 
.we should not ask favors of other jurisdictions. 


2. I do not think that a profane should be eligible to 
become a Mason until he has been a resident of this state 
for twelve months. It is usually very difficult to make 
a full and satisfactory investigation into the character 
and qualifications of a profane in a foreign state, and, 
for this reason, he should be a resident of this state for 
a sufficient length of time to establish his character and ` 
standing in this jurisdiction. 

Therefore, I recommend that the Committes on Ju- 
risprudence give this question serious consideration at 
this session of the Grand Lodge, and take such action as 
it may deem proper. 

I wish to make this further observation. The errors 
of the two lodges involved in these decisions are not un- 
usual occurrences. Similar errors are frequently made 
by many of our subordinate lodges, and it goes without 
saying that such mistakes are attributable to the lack of 
proper knowledge of Masonic law on the part of lodge 
officers. This, I think, is most unfortunate as our lodges 
cannot properly function unless they are conducted in 
conformity with the law. Such errors are often very de- 
trimental to the interests of Masonry, and I believe it to 
be vitally important that some program be inaugurated 
either by the Grand Lodge or by our subordinate lodges 
for the enlistment of a deeper interest in the study of the 
Code. I have no definite plan to suggest, but I do feel 
that this question merits our serious consideration, and 
that something should be done concerning it within the 
very near future. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


In addition to the recommendations made under va- 
rious other headings, I further recommend that $10,000 
be transferred from the general fund to the permanent 
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fund and invested in War Savings Bonds. It is my be- 
‘lief that the general fund is sufficiently large and the 
financial condition of the Grand Lodge sufficiently 
strong to justify this transfer. 

I am also advised that the Drewry Memorial Fund 
has cash on hand in the sum of $1074.49, and I recom- 


mend that the Security National Bank, Trustee, be in- 


structed to invest it in War Savings Bonds. 
STATE OF THE CRAFT AND WORLD CONDITIONS · 
The year through which we have passed since our last 


annual communication is regarded by many of our people ` 


as the most momentous year in the history of our coun- 
try. Only a few months before that communication, we 
had become an active participant in the great conflict 
that is still raging throughout the world. 


By the cowardly attack upon Pearl Harbor, this war 


was thrust upon us when we were not ready for it; but 
by it we were suddenly awakened to a realization of the 
danger then confronting us. That false sense of security 
and attitude of complacency, which prior thereto had 
such а predominating hold upon many of our people, im- 
mediately lost their grip and we began to prepare to meet 
the challenge of our enemies. Weat once aligned ourselves 
with the other nations that were fighting so valiantly to 
preserve the sacred rights of truth, liberty and justice. 
We determined that regardless of the cost, the sacred her- 
itage that was handed down to us by our fathers should 
be preserved, and that we would prosecute this war with 
all our might and main until an all-out victory was won. 
We began with that determination, and we have gone 
forward in a most remarkable way. Many of our indus- 
trial plants in every section of our country were hastily 
converted into munition plants, and the speed and per- 
fection in which we are manufacturing munitions of all 
types and kinds have never been equaled by any other 
nation. Our planes, tanks and guns and other munitions 
are being transported in vast quantities to the various 
war theaters where they are being successfully used 
against our enemies. We now have in: uniform an army 
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of more than seven million men, many thousands of 
whom are on our far flung battle fronts displaying that 
valor, skill and courage that have ever characterized the 
American soldier. Our progress has been phenomenal and 
yet we have just begun to fight. We will continue to in- 
crease production and to train and transport soldiers to 
the various battle fronts until we win complete triumph 
over our enemies and compel their unconditional sur- 
render. But, as stated above, this sudden transition from 
peace to war on such a gigantic scale, has made this year 
a most momentous one. It has wrought a tremendous 
change in our attitudes and in our outlook upon life. We 
of the home front have been deeply engrossed in those 
activities that will further the winning of the war, and 
our thoughts have dwelt anxiously upon our boys in the 
service as we have contemplated the stupendous task they 
have before them. But, notwithstanding the anxiety, un- 
rest and commotion that have been so prevalent through- 
out the year, we have gone forward with faith and hope 
and courage. We have not been deterred by the military 
prowess of our foes, nor have we waivered in our faith 
of the ultimate outcome of the conflict. In fact those 
higher and nobler virtues that have ever actuated and 
eontrolled our people in periods of great stress again 
predominate in the American heart and mind. The in- 
vincible, intangible forces of life have a much stronger 
hold upon us than they had in the pre-war days of our ease 
and luxury. We are taking life more seriously. This to 
my mind is the principal cause of the increased interest 
- and activity in Masonry in this country. In the recent ` 
conferences in Washington, to which I have already al- 
luded, a tone of optimism prevailed throughout the meet- 
ings. The reports of increased interest were most encour- 
aging and I never heard a pessimistic note sounded at 
any of these gatherings. Masonry without question is 
making greater progress than it has for several years 
past. The reports coming to me from our District Depu- 
ty Grand Masters, from the Grand and Assistant Grand 
Lecturers, from the office of the Grand Secretary, and 
from many of the subordinate lodges indicate a material 
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increase in interest in our own Grand Jurisdiction. Some 
of the evidences of increased interest are as follows: . 


There were approximately 350 more applications for 
membership in 1942 than there were in 1941. From defi- 
nite information available at the office of the Grand Sec-’ 
retary the increase in membership in 1942 was the 
largest increase of any year since our number began to 
diminish some fifteen years ago. From January 1, 1943, 
through April 15th, the applications for membership were 
more than 300 in excess of the same period for 1942. 


There has been a substantial improvement in the fin- 
ancial status of our subordinate lodges. The total of their 
indebtedness to the Grand Lodge at the close of 1941 was 
more than $13,000.00, and at the close of 1942, it was less 
than $9,000.00; and since January 1st of this year, this 
` balance has been reduced more than fifty per cent. Dur- 
ing the first three months of 1943, the collection from 
subordinate lodges by the Grand Secretary were more 
than $11,000.00 in excess of the corresponding period of 
1942. . 


Furthermore, many of our lodges in every section of 
the State have responded nobly to the call of our coun- 
try for the purchase of defense bonds. They have made 
a splendid contribution to.our defense program, and for 
which they merit our highest commendation. Our bre- 
thren in every section of the State are manifesting that 
spirit of loyalty and devotion to their country that has 
ever been expressive of the highest type of American cit- 
izenship. We recognize that the underlying principles of 
Freemasonry and the basic principles of our government 
are strikingly similar; and that loyalty to one impels loy- 
alty to the other. We know that the American way of life 
is the way that is defined by the tenets of our Order for 
all true Masons to follow. In fact, we believe that the 
American people are very largely indebted to Masonry 
for the establishment and maintenance of our represen- 
tative form of government. Many of the outstanding 
statesmen who had a conspicuous part in the winning of 
our independence and in the establishment of our gov- 
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ernment were faithful and loyal Masons ; and it is there- 
fore no idle fancy to assume that these men were very 
greatly influenced by Masonic truths and principles in 
the founding of our Republic. We know also that the 
best statesmanship of this country throughout its his- 
tory has expressed itself in those leaders that were mem- 
bers of this order, and that Masons generally have ever 
been found in the forefront of every movement that has 
for its purpose the elevation and betterment of mankind. 


In this war the Masons of this state, and of this na- 
tion, are ringing true to the traditions of our fraternity ; 
and are ready and willing to make whatever sacrifices 
may be necessary to defeat the forces of tyranny and op- 
pression that would enslave and destroy us. Thousands 
of them now are performing valiant and heroic service in 
our military forces and are acquitting themselves with 
credit and honor. Our Masons of today are exemplify- 
ing that courage, loyalty and heroism that the American 
Mason has ever exemplified in every emergency through 
which our country has passed. We are not only ready 
and willing to fight until the Axis powers lay down their 
arms, but we are ready and willing to give our united 
support to the movement that will be inaugurated for the 
establishment and maintenance of a just and permanent 
peace. 

When the victory is won, no lasting good will have 
been accomplished unless a just peace is made and ade- 
quate safeguards are adopted to preserve it. We must 
have a just peace if we would have a permanent one. It 
must be a peace that is just to every people and to every 
nation. It must be fair alike to the victor and to the van- 
quished, to the great and to the small. Revenge and hate 
and greed must not enter into it. If it is to endure, it 
must be founded upon the principles of truth, liberty and 
justice, those eternal verities which are the wellsprings of 
Masonry, and the basic principles of our government. 
However, if a just peace is agreed upon, it cannot endure 
unless proper precautionary measures are taken to main- 
tain it. The peace loving nations must enter into a peace 
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covenant clothed with ample authority to protect and en- 
force it. Whether this desired result is accomplished will 
depend very largely on the course that is pursued by our 
own government. | 

If there is unity of purpose for it in this country, there 
can be little doubt as to the outcome; but if there is seri- 
ous division between our people, it will fail of accom- 
plishment. It is therefore highly important that all lovers 
of peace become intensely interested in the upbuilding of 
sentiment for the support of a program for a permanent 
peace. Masons have ever been lovers of peace and if the 
personnel of Masonry in this country, in the exercise of 
their rights of citizenship, will unite solidly behind such 
program, they can create a sentiment sufficiently strong 
to secure the cooperation of our government in the adop- 
tion of a covenant that will insure a lasting peace. 


Let us indulge the hope that this high and noble pur- . 
pose may be achieved, and that we may never again be 
plunged into the great maelstrom of another cruel and 
terrible war. 

Should we come to а — of this hope and as- 
piration, Freemasonry will then have its greatest oppor- 
tunity for the attainment of its ideals. Our brethren in 
the war torn countries of Europe who have endured the 
most bitter, cruel and relentless persecution will be free 
again, and with their freedom will come а new day for 
Masonry in those now imperiled countries. 


Freemasonry will then go forward without let ог: 
hindrance throughout the length and breadth of its vast 
domain with the most extensive program yet undertaken 
in its long and glorious history. Its loftiest aim and pur- 
pose will be to disseminate in а more effectual and ех- 
tensive way the virtues of brotherly love, benevolence 
and charity, which have ever been emphasized in its 
teachings and exemplified in its ministrations. It will 
continue as a living, vital reality in the civilization of 
the future, and will press onward toward the attain- 
ment of its ultimate goal, the Fatherhood of God and the 
universal brotherhood of man. 
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CONCLUSION 


As I come to the close of my administration, I take 
this opportunity to express to you again my heartfelt 
gratitude for the confidence you reposed in me in ele- 
vating me to this high position. You have signally honor- 
ed me, and during this trying year, you have been most 
generous toward me. Your sympathy and cooperation 
have been most helpful and encouraging. The Past 
Grand Masters, Line Officers, the District Deputy Grand 
Masters, the Grand and Assistant Grand Lecturers, and 
many of the subordinate lodge officers have all shown a 
very fine and enthusiastic spirit of cooperation. 

Your interest and activities have contributed much 
to the advancement of Masonry throughout the various 
sections of the state, and whatever progress may have 
been made is largely attributable to your efforts. I wish 
especially to record my sincere appreciation to Past 
Grand Masters C. B. Newcomb, Thomas J. Harkins, A. 
B. Andrews, Hubert M. Poteat, J. Edward Allen, and 
Charles P. Eldridge; Assistant Grand Secretary William 
R. Smith, and Deputy Grand Master, James W. Payne, 
for their support, sympathy and cooperation, and for the 
valuable counsel and advice which they have so gener- 
ously given me. And as the duties and responsibilities 
of this office pass from me to my able successor, I wish 
for him a most happy and successful administration, and 
solicit for him the same sympathy, consideration and co- 
operation that you have so graciously given me.

Their devotion to 
duty and efficiency in performing their task is reflected in the 
records. 

I am of the opinion that all receipts have been accounted for 
and all disbursements properly made.

BOARD OF GENERAL PURPOSES 


The Board of General Purposes made the following 
report which was adopted: | 


The Board of General Purposes to which has been referred 
the annual report of the Grand Master, having considered the 
same make the following report: 

We commend Grand Master James E. Shipman for the ener- 
getic, faithful and efficient manner in which he has performed 
the duties and fulfilled the obligations of his office during the 
‚ past year, and we congratulate the Grand Master as well as the 
Grand ‘Lodge and the Masons of North Carolina upon his success- 
ful administration which we regard as the more remarkable consi- 
dering the conditions of travel and other difficulties under which 
he has found it necessary to work. 

The Board recommends that that part of the Grand Master's 
report referring to dispensations and decisions be referred to the 
Jurisprudence Committee; 

That that part of the report referring to the Oxford Orphan- 
age and to The Orphans' Friend and Masonic J ournal be referred 
to the Oxford Orphanage Committee; 

That that part of the report referring to Lecture Service, the 
physical standard of the work, and ritualistic proficiency be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Lecture Service; 
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Masonry is but the story of the ràce beginning with the 
expulsion and migration from Eden or whether our Or- 
der can trace its beginnings to the Patriarchal Period or 
to the ancient mysteries of the Orient or even to the glor- 
lous glamour of the Temple and its Solomonic construc- 
tion. Primacy among fraternal orders is commonly con- 
ceded to us. Existent manuscripts authenticate Masonic 
activity for at least 300 years. Indeed it is recorded that 
serious inquiry as to our origin was made by the English 
King Henry VI as early as the 15th century and thus we 
are given proof that even at that remote period there ex- 
isted an activity which had persisted for some time prior 
thereto and was then firmly established. 


For the purpose of present appraisal the antiquity of 
Masonry is of comparative inconsequence. The impor- 
tant facts for our present consideration are first, that 
here is an organizzation which for centuries past has de- 
dicated itself to high ethical, as distinquished from self- 
ish craft purposes and, secondly, that it has attracted to 
its membership a cosmopolitan group of adherents which 
include both Kings and Commoners, Princes and Pau- 
pers, Presidents and Common People, men of affairs in 
Church and State and men of lowly station—all united in 
an enterprise which recognizes and paramounts a practi- 
cal concept of the Brotherhood of Man and the Father- 
hood of God and the liberties and tolerances that flow 
from this recognition. 


So it comes about that whatever the vicissitudes, the 
quarrels, the questions, the failures and the triumphs 
of our yesterdays may have been—out of them all has 
evolved a body of over three million earnest men of many 
nations who have dedicated themselves and their Broth- 
erhood to these fundamental and democratic principles 
and to their preservation and perpetuation for the good 
of all mankind. 


In the contemplation of such an Yesterday and par- 
ticularly of the contribution which Masonry, by the ac- 
ceptance of these principles, has made to the ethical and 
moral progress of mankind and toward bridging the 
chasms not merely between man and man but also be- 
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tween Nation and Nation, we are appalled at the catas- 
trophe which War has brought upon us and the Chaos 
which is rampant about us. 


While we have dreamed of cementing ties, of neigh- 
borly recognitions, and accommodations, of mutual re- 
spects, assistances and contributions, an evil thing has 
seized the hearts of multitudes of men. The lyric of love 
has been supplanted in large measure by a hymn of hate. 
The doctrine of human commonality, of equality of all 
mankind, under God, of a universal Brotherhood recog- 
nized and respecting the rights of all others, of the inter- 
national good will and fair dealings,—all these appear 
largely abandoned by the multitudes. Our dreams of en- 
during and righteous peace, of understanding cooperation 
and international good will are but gossamer threads torn 
and buffeted by the whirlwind of the Wrath that is War. 
` Even the right of the individual to worship Deity in his 
own way and to follow the conviction of his own reason- 
ing is challenged and denied and in all too many lands 
has been relegated to a forgotten past. Read the Nazi 
programs and proclamations and consider the recently 
completed nationalization of all churches—including the 
Christian Church—in Japan and the subjugation and 
subordination of all creeds and religious activities to the 
Will and Purposes of Nipponism. And note the prosti- 
tution of much of the religious instinct in Italy to Fas- 
cist aims and Fascist purposes. How long, Oh God, how 
long! 

In the face of such confusion and confoundedness, as 
we watch with heavy hearts our sons and brothers and 
even our daughters marching forth to battle and blood- 
shed, we may well echo the lament of Hamlet, 


“The times are out of joint, Oh cursed spite, 
That ever I was born to set them right.” 


The lesson that is involved in this cataclysm is brief 
but all too apparent. The ambitions of false leadership 
have poisoned the well of men’s thinking and many, far, 
far too many, have hardened their hearts and forgotten 
the sweet and benevolent influences which charity and 
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fraternity have preached for so long. The challenge | 


which confronts us is directed not merely to our philos- 
ophy of life, to the accepted fundamentals of our Broth- 
erhood but to our Social System, our Country, our re- 
ligious concepts, to the very God which each of us ac- 


knowledges and worships. Only by responding with the - 


ultimate in sacrifice and suffering which this challenge 
demands and only by meeting, by overcoming it and by 
completely destroying both its source and its sustaining 
power, can we save our Tomorrow and those things which 
experience has shown are the salvation as well as the 
solace of mankind everywhere. 


It is not accidental that early in the development of 
the totalitarian states, Masonry therein has languished 
and apparently died. It has not just happened that as 


each Dictator has risen to power, his efforts were imme- , 


diately and viciously directed to the stamping out of Ma- 
sonic Lodges and Masonic practices. It is not a mere 
coincidence that in the struggle of our own Country for 
Independence the Masonic Lodges of America were foun- 
tain heads of leadership and action. And lastly it is not 
а matter of chance that today, when the heart of the 
world is heavy and the hope of the world languishes and 
the light of the world seems dim and distant, in every 
Lodge of the Order and in the hearts of true Masons 
scattered through the submerged areas of the world, you 
will find an eager and energetic and thoroughly conse- 
crated nucleus of support to the war effort and the fight 
to restore to the world those precious things for which 
we stand. The life of our Brotherhood as an institution 
among men dedicated, under God, to the common good, 
the common service and the common freedom is in dan- 
ger but it shall not perish. To your tents and your tasks 
ye men of Masonry! 


It'is said that in the possession of the Grand Lodge 
of England is a manuscript giving the 1583 A. D. version 
of an early Masonic introductory prayer. In its quaint 
expression but sublime and consecrated spirit it is worth 
repeating at this time.

The Board of Directors of the Oxford Orphanage 

made the following report which was adopted: 


REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF OXFORD 
ORPHANAGE 


To The Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage here- 
with presents its annual report including the report of 
the Superintendent of the Orphanage. The purpose of 
this report is to give an account of the organization, 
activities, the program of care and training as Greg 
ed at the Orphanage. 


Your Board of Directors has held its prescribed quar- 
terly meetings during the year. at which time all busi- 
ness necessary for the attention of the Board was at- 
tended to. 


The Executive Committee has also held its diseltans 
through the year and made reports to the regular meet- 
ings of the Board of Directors. 


222. Тһе Advisory Board has conducted meetings, attend- 
ed to business referred to it and made reports regularly 
to the Board. 


We are glad to report again that the year of 1942 
was a success financially. The response of the lodges 
has been liberal and regular and the annual Thanks- 
giving-Christmas Campaign was most successful. We 
are grateful to our brethren for their cooperation. The 
appropriations from the State of North Carolina and 
from the Grand Lodge have been regularly paid. The in- 
come from endowment funds shows a considerable de- 
crease from previous years, making it necessary for the 
management of the Orphanage to make up the difference 
by special efforts. The Orphanage closed the year with- 
out being in debt and with a balance to commence the 
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new year of 1943. We acknowledge a special gift from 
Lieutenant Benjamin Cone, United States Navy, in the 
sum of $3000.00 for the improvement of one of the cot- 
tages. Other improvements to cottages were made dur- 
ing the year and paid for from legacies received. Lege- 
cies received during 1942 reveals the fact that many 
people are remembering the Orphanage in their wills and 
we urge our brethren to keep this mátter before the minds 
of the people of the various communities. 


The Oxford Orphanage has provided care for 345 
children during the year. Improved financial conditions 
of home folks have enabled us to return a number of 
children and several boys entering the service of the 
country reveals a larger number of pupils discharged 
than is usual. Applications are constantly coming in 
and children are gradually received. We report that all 
members of the last year's graduating class have been 
satisfactorily placed. 


During this, the first year of the war, many adjust- 
ments had to be made to changing conditions. The ra- 
tioning program and the loss of several members of the 
staff have created problems, but each one has been met 
and adjustments made. The service flag in the chapel 
of the Orphanage shows 145 members of the Orphanage ` 
family now in the service of our country. Many others 
are entering and the Orphanage is keeping a complete 
list for the permanent records. We are proud of the re- 
cord that all of these are making. 

The Board of Directors wishes to express apprecia- 
tion to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina and all the 
subordinate Masonic lodges of the State, to the various 
other Masonic bodies and the Order of the Eastern Star 
for the fine support which they have given during the 
year. We are grateful to the State of North Carolinà 
and to the Duke Endowment for their continuing sup- 
port and interest in Oxford Orphanage. A large num- 
ber of individuals and enterprises in North Carolina and 
in other states have responded with special gifts and for 
these we are profoundly grateful. 

We recommend that the Grand Lodge continue its 
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appropriation to the Oxford Orphanage and increase the 
amount heretofore given by $5000.00, making the annual 
appropriation to the Oxford Orphanage $50,000.00: It 
has been necessary to discontinue the Singing Class 
which during the year produced a net income of approxi- 
mately $15,000.00. This income will not be available in 
1943 and with the decrease in income from endowments 
and with a rise in the cost of living, we feel that the 
above request is necessary in order to maintain the Or- 
phanage program. The Singing Class has been traveling 
the State of North Carolina annually for more than sixty 
five years and its contribution to the cause of the Or- 
phanage cannot be measured, and your Board of Direc- 
tors is appreciative of the loyal support given to this 
class during the years past. 

The Oxford Orphanage continues in the spirit of Ma- 
sonry to provide a home with care and training for the 
boys and girls of our state, more especially those of our 
own brethren. We urge that the cause of the orphans 
and the work at the Orphanage be kept before the bre- 
thren and before the people of the state. There is no 
finer opportunity to provide a memorial to some loved 
one or friend than by making some special provision for 
buildings, equipment, or endowment funds for these 
" needy children. We до not know what is ahead of us dur- 
ing the months and years to come but realize that the 
Oxford Orphanage is one of the agencies of the Ameri- 
can way of life that will be preserved and continue as 
long as our nation survives.

REPORT OF DIRECTORS M. & O. E. S. HOME 


The Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home made the following report which was adop- 
ted: 


To the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, A. F. & A. M.: 


We herewith submit the 29th annual report of the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc., for the year 
ending December 31, 1942. 


We are very happy to report that for the twelfth consecutive 
year we have lived within our income, and we ended the year with 
every bill paid. Donations from subordinate Lodges and Eastern 
Star Chapters amounted to the greatest sum every contributed by 
them in any previous year. Our expenses for the year exceeded 
those of 1941 by 51256, but on account of the large increase іп 

number of Guests cared for, our per capita cost was lower than 
it has been since 1939. 

We opened the year with sixty-nine Guests in the Home, and 
fourteen on Home Aid. We lost seven Guests by death, and one 
was given an indefinite leave of absence. Nine were admitted, 
and we closed the year with seventy in the Home and fourteen on 
Home Aid. 


Our books were audited by Mr. R. B. Spencer, Raleigh, N. C., 
Grand Lodge Auditor.. The audit shows in detail the income and 
. disbursement of all funds. It also shows the following increases 
in the special funds as follows: General Endowment Fund, $958.9'7, 
total $18,426.23; Butler Memorial Endowment Fund, $1,491.17, 
total $8,019.62; Permanent Improvement Fund, $2,263.11, total 
$45,854.75. In addition to the above funds, we have set up the 
Mrs. Maggie B. Spence Fund, $2,025.00. 

We have received à number of War Savings Bonds for the 
General Endowment Fund from Eastern Star Chapters, Eastern 
Star Districts, and individuals. This is a fine way to help our 
Government and the Endowment funds at the same time. We will 
be happy to receive additional War Savings Bonds and Stamps at 
any time. Suggest to your friends that they remember the Endow- 
ment Fund of the Home when writing their wills.

To the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, A. F. & A. M.: 


At our last annual communication this Grand Lodge approved 
certain amendments to the Certificate of Incorporation of the Ma- 
sonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc., subject to 
the approval of the same by the Grand Chapter of North Carolina, 
O. E. S. These amendments are recorded on pages 80, 81, 82 and 
83 of the Proceedings of 1942. 


At the annual meeting of the Grand Chapter of North Caro- 
lina, O. E. S., held in Charlotte, N. C., June 10, 1942, the Grand 
Chapter approved the amendment to section 4. Section 5, relative 
to the by-laws of the Home, was not approved, but the Grand Chap- 
ter did approve the by-laws under which we are now operating. 
We respectfully request that you approve the by-laws of the Home 
now in force, since our charter requires that this be done. 


The Grand Chapter made some minor changes in sections 6 
and 7. These changes meet with the approval of the Board of 
Directors, and we ask that you concur in the same as follows: 


Strike out the words “Senior Grand Warden, Junior Grand 
Warden” in lines 24 and 25 on page 82. This will leave the re- 
presentation on the Board of Directors, twelve from the Grand 
Lodge and eight from the Grand Chapter. 


After the word “empowered” in line 12 on page 88, add the 
words “and directed.” 

After the words “Home Endowment Fund” in line 16 on page 
83, strike out the words, “and that said fund shall be under the 
full and sole management and control of the said Board of Direc- 
tors,” and insert the following: “Provided said ‘Masonic and Eas- 
tern Star Home Endowment Fund’ so created or any income or 
additions thereto shall never be used, expended or withdrawn for 
any purpose without the consent and approval of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina, A. F. & A. M., and the Grand Chapter of North 
Carolina, O. E. S., having first been obtained.” 

After the words “General Endowment Fund” in line 21 on 
page 83, add the words, “and said ‘Permanent Improvement Fund’.”

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE TO THE MASONIC 
SERVICE ASSSOCIATION 


The representative to the Masonic Service Associa- 
tion made the following report which was received and 
ordered spread upon the minutes: 


. I have the honor to report that I attended the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Masonic Service Association of the United States, held 
at Washington, D. C., February 24, as your representative, and 
was called upon to serve as Chairman of one of its committees. 


Two things connected with the Masonie Service Association 
made a very deep impression upon me. The first is its Executive 
-Secretary. It is my deliberate judgment that Carl H. Claudy, 
now Grand Master of Masons in the District of Columbia, is one 
of thé most useful Masons of his time and generation in the world. 
The impact of his writings upon the Masonic mind is beyond ap- 
praisal. Poor indeed would be the Craft if for any reason it should 
have to be deprived of his services. 


The other is the place of the Masonic Service Association in 
the present war problems. The Masonic Service Association was 
a produet of a war; it was born out of Masonic disunion, frankly 
declared to be such by the authorities of the United States govern- 
ment. When the clouds of this present war came to be oppressive, 
the Masonic Service Association began to make its plans. When 
Pearl Harbor came, the Association was ready. 

The address of the Most Worshipful Grand Master last even- 
ing gave this Grand Lodge a picture of the M. S. A. in the war 
effort. The Grand Master did not attempt to give you all of the 
details of that picture, but the Grand Lodge can see to what it 
points. His recommendation with respect to the participation of 
this state in the M. S. A. program is before you. Your representa- 
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tive has not the honor to be a military man. I wish I were; if I 
had my desires I should be in uniform today. Not being a mili- 
tary man, I do not attempt to speak ex cathedra concerning this 
matter, but I do recommend to this Grand Lodge that it give favor- 
able attention to the Grand Master's recommendation, and if my 
own personal opinion is worth anything, I may say that I hope 
that recommendation will be adopted. The M. S. A. work is not 
in the experimental stage; we are not asked for an appropriation; 
there is need for more than we are doing for the armed forces 
Masonically in this state; and it is felt that we have much to gain. 
and nothing to lose by permitting the Masonic Service Associa- 
tion to enter the state and do what it can in the best way it can, 
where the armed forces are found in North Carolina.

Most of the financial statements appear to balance; that is, 
the original allotment, plus the interest collected, equals the re- 
ported cash on hand plus the outstanding notes. Exceptions ap- 
pear to be Guilford, Mars Hill, Mitchell, St. Mary's, Salem Acad- 
emy, Western Carolina Teachers. 

In the above Institutions comparatively small losses appear, 
possibly uncollectible notes. The entire loss is approximately 
$3,500.00. 

Pineland, Wingate Junior: Both of these Institutions send 
indefinite reports, but indications are that there are small losses 
in each. 

The above comprises a summary of the present condition of 
the Masonic Loan Fund at the several Institutions together with 
interesting sidelights on other loan funds that are available. 

In connection with the Federal Loan Fund, it must be kept 
in mind that while as much as $500.00 per annum is loanable to a 
single student, at an interest rate of 21546, yet the loans are re- 
stricted to students in certain special lines of work. 

It would seem that some of the Institutions have an unneces- 
sary amount of idle Masonic money, and tabulated below are some 
of the larger amounts:

Woman's College U. N. C.---------------- 4,500.00 1,567.00 
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From the above it will be seen what a very substantial amount 
of money is resting at some of these prominent Institutions. The 
smaller colleges appear to have smaller unloaned balances, but in 
most of these cases the original allotment was smaller. In a num- 
ber of cases the percentage of unloaned funds based on the origi- 
nal allotment is about the same as that of the larger Institutíons. 

In view of the above, the Committee deemed it advisable to 
make a study of the amounts of unloaned Funds at each Institu- 
tion for eight preceding years—thereby securing a clear picture 
of the trend of available unused funds at each college over that 
time period, from which study-the following facts should be noted. 

First. That the unloaned balances in all the Institutions at 
the beginning of each calendar year were as follows:

Second. This gradually increasing “Cash on Hand" seems to 
be caused largely by the fact that funds are available from both 
Government and other sources at interest rates much lower than 
the 6% rate charged on our Loans, in fact the Federal Director 
of Student War Loan Funds states that North Carolina Institu- 
tions have already taken advantage of such Federal Funds to 
the extent of $137,000.00 and The Congress has appropriated 
$5,000,000.00 for such loans over the United States at interest 
rates of 244% and obtainable under other far more favorable con- 
ditions than afforded under our regulations, all these facts greatly 
lessening the demand for our Funds. 


Therefore, in view of the practically чина Federal and 
other Loan Funds available at low interest rates and other favor- 


able terms, and after thorough discussion by your Committee, the- 
following resolution was offered by Past Grand Master Thos. J. ° 


Harkins: 


“(1) That the Grand Lodge, the Scottish Rite, the Grand Com- 
mandery and the Grand Chapter authorize and instruct the Ma- 
sonic Educational Loan Fund Committee, to correspond promptly 


with such of the Institutions handling these Funds, as the Com- | 


mittee shall decide, calling their attention to the amount of un- 
loaned fund each has reported in recent years and requesting the 
return to the Committee of such cash on hand as may at that time 


be inactive and for which there does not appear, at present or in 


the immediate future, prospective demand.

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“(2) That each Institution be urged to collect its outstanding 
notes and reloan such funds as rapidly as possible, consistent with 
the Trust and the regulations of the Loan Fund Committee. 


“(3) That the Committee be instructed to invest any such 
Funds so received in U. S. Government ‘Bonds and the income 
therefrom be added to the principal, the entire amount to be re- 
tained as a separate and distinct Fund for future disposition as 
ordered by the concurrent action of the Grand Bodies, with the 
distinct understanding and assurance that no funds returned to 
the Committee shall be used for any other purpose than that for 
which they were originally intended by the Grand Bodies when the 
fund was originally set up. н 

*(4) That the N. C. Foundation Commission be the authorized 
Custodian of these funds as collected and invested and be respon- 
sible for the safekeeping of the Securities. 

*(5) That the Committee expenses for office work, postage 
and supplies be authorized at the discretion of the Committee at a 
cost of probably not to exceed $50.00 per annum, to be paid out of 
income from investments. 

*(6) That the Committee be authorized to use its discretion 
with reference to the future handling of this fund at Brevard, 
Pineland and Wingate Junior Colleges."

Once again the Grim Reaper has visited our ranks and has 
taken away to the Great Beyond one of our bright and shining 
lights in Masonry, Past Grand Master James LeGrand Everett. 
A chair has been made vacant; we shall see him no more in this 
world but we feel that his fine spirit is with us and will live for- 
ever. 

Brother Everett was born in Rockingham, North Carolina, on 
June 8th, 1874, the son of Captain William Isaac and Francis 
LeGrand Everett. His forebears were of Scotch-Irish and French 
pioneer settlers of Richmond County, who had a prominent part 
in the building of that section of the state in war as well as in 
peace, along social, business, and educational lines, in all civic and 
religious matters. 


His education began in the public schools of Rockingham, 
1882-1889; continued through two years, 1889-1890, at Oak Ridge, 
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1890-1892 at Horner School in Oxford, and 1892-1893 at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina. 


He began his business life as a clerk in his father's store in 
Rockingham, after which his father sent him to his farm commis- 
sary store on his farms in the lower part of the county. While 
here, in 1898, he accepted the position of Manager of the Roberdel 
Manufacturing Company store at Roberdel, three miles from Rock- 
ingham. He was afterward appointed secretary-bookkeeper of 
the same company. It appears that he advanced steadily in the 
Roberdel Company and helped to organize the Leak Manufactu- 
ring Company. From 1911 to 1931 he was Secretary and Treasur- 
er of the Rockingham Railroad Company. From 1931 to 1933 he 
was County Auditor and Tax Supervisor. He then was appointed 
to the Home Owners Loan Corporation, as Assistant State Mana- 
ger. Like all the rest of us, Brother Everett met reverses; life did 
not always flow smoothly for him. But he took his setbacks like a 
man, kept a spirit of faith and courage when facing losses in that 
period of our history which we have come to call the depression. 
We have it from his devoted wife that he never complained; he 
was truly noble in adversity. 


Brother Everett was not only a loyal and distinguished Mason; 
he was a man who was devoted to his God, a faithful member of 
the Methodist Church, and was a member of the Board of Stewards 
and Trustees for years before leaving Rockingham. During World 
War I he was active in the Red Cross and Loan Drives, contribut- 
ing liberally to these and other causes in making a better world. 
He enjoyed the confidence and affection of all who knew him. 


Brother Everett was married to Miss Lily Moore, and she and 
one son survive him. It might almost be said that two sons survive 
for his 15-year old grandson, LeGrand, 3rd, was his heart-string, 
as well as his devoted daughter-in-law, Charlotte Keesler Ever- 
ett. Surviving, also, is а brother, John Leak Everett. 


Upon the honored shoulders of Brother Everett fell the purple 
of the Fraternity in 1924, serving faithfully and efficiently as 
Grand Master of Masons of North Carolina during that year. 
Brother Everett was initiated an Entered Apprentice December 
9, 1897, passed to the degree of Fellowcraft February 16, 1898, and 
raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason July 13, 1898. He 
was affiliated with Rockingham Lodge, No. 495, and was Master of 
that lodge from 1912 to 1914. In 1914 and 1915 he was District 
Deputy Grand Master of the twelfth Masonic District of North 
Carolina. He was a member of Hamlet Chapter, No. 76, R. A. M., 
an Eminent Commander of Rockingham Commandery, No. 23, hav- 
ing held that office in 1915 and 1916. He was also a member of 
Oasis Temple of the Mystic Shrine, Potentate in 1926, and a 32nd 
degree Mason of the Scottish Rite. 

Few men have made a finer or a more lasting contribution to

Masonry and to the making of a happier and better world than 
Brother Everett. He was modest and unassuming; а man who 
truly had caught the spirit of humility from Him whom we call 
the Prince of Peace. He was a man of strong conviction, yet always 
showing the real spirit of charity so becoming a true Mason. A 
man of this type is truly one of God's princes. | 


Brother Everett fell asleep peacefully in Washington, D. C., 
on May 6, 1942, and was buried in Rockingham May 9, his funeral 
being conducted by Rev. R. B. Slaughter and Rev. Robert Mann in 
Eastside Cemetery. A truly good man and distinguished Mason 
has passed on to the Great Beyond. We shall miss him greatly 
from the scenes of this earthly life, but his name, his influence, 
and his great benevolent spirit will live as long as Masonry lives. 
Unto the great God of us all we commend the immortal soul of 
Brother Everett and pray that in that blessed land of peace and 
joy God's eternal light may shine upon him forever. е

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The following memorial was read in memory of Harry 
Thomas Paterson: 


HARRY THOMAS PATERSON 


Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina answered the 
final roll call early оп the morning of January 1, 1943. His deatk 
was sudden and without warning. He left surviving, his widow, 
formerly Miss Loula Burroughs McConchie, of Fredericksburg, 
Va; three sons, Harry T. Jr., William A., and Robert C.; three 
grandchildren, Harry T., III, William A. Jr., and Betsy; a brother, 
Bert Paterson of Honda, California, and a sister, Mrs. George F. 
Roth, of Fort Thomas, Ky. 


He was born at Newport, Ky., on September 7, 1874, the son 
of William Alexander Paterson and Alice Clemens Paterson. He 
attended the public schools of his native city; studied engineering 
at Rose Polytechnic Institute at Terre Haute, Ind., from 1892 to 
1895; and in 1897 he took a special course at the Missouri school 
of Mines at Rolla, Mo. 

A brief, but very good biography of our beloved brother is re- 
corded in our proceedings for the year 1938, and while it is not our 
purpose to repeat the many details recorded there, we would refer 
to that record and supplement it with events that have happened 
since it was written. 

In regard to his Masonic affiliations we would note that he 
demitted to St. John's Lodge No. 1, at Wilmington on February 
28, 1940; and to all of the Bodies of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite at Wilmington during November and December, 1939. 
He was an active and valued member of all of those Bodies at the 
time of his death. 

In Capitular Masonry he was High Priest of Concord Chapter 
No. 1, Royal Arch Masons, at Wilmington in the year 1939. 

Having received the degrees of Cryptic Masonry in Munson 
Council No. 4, Royal and Select Masters, at Wilmington on March 
14, 1938, he was its Thrice Illustrious Master in the year 1940. 

On December 5, 1938, he was knighted in Plantagenet Com- 
mandery No. 1, Knights Templar at Wilmington, and was its Emi- 
nent Commander in 1940. 

As Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina in 1938, he set 
a very high standard of service for those who follow him, and his 
record is written in luminous letters for all to read. 

Harry Paterson never sought politieal office. He was content 
to devote his time and talent to Masonic work, and his passing 
has caused distinct loss to all branches of our Order. 

He was a loving husband, а kind father, а conscientious man 
possessing high ideals and sincere purposes, a man of deep relig- 
ious convictions, sincere in his beliefs, devoted to his church, and 
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interested in those movements which are for the elevation of his 
fellow men. Charting the course of his life with wisdom he pressed 
with unswerving determination to serve his fellows. 


We have never known a man who was more warmly attached 
to his real friends or who would make greater efforts to serve 
their best interest. He was not a man who would discard an old 
and proven friend in order to try and make a new one. He never 
deserted a friend or harbored malice. There was no sham or hypo- 
cracy about him. 

On the second day of the new year, as we stood in beautiful 
Oakdale Cemetery and committed the mortal remains of our be- 
loved friend.and brother to the kind embrace of Mother Earth, 
there to rest in peace, it seemed that all of nature conspired to 
emphasise that great ideal given to the world nearly two thou- 
sand years ago when over the Judean hills, in the stillness of the 
night, the herald angels sang that glorious refrain, “Peace on 
Earth, to all men of good will". 

Harry has passed from our midst but we cherish the memory 
of many years of fine fellowship with him, and we record here this 
token of our sincere respect for a valiant and true Mason. 


The following memorial was read in memory of John | 
S. McEachern. 


JOHN SCARBOROUGH McEACHERN 


The son of Duncan and Mary McEachern was born at Wil- 
mington, North Carolina, on August 7, 1880, where he resided all 
of his life until he passed away and entered into eternal rest on 
Sunday, May 24, 1942. 

He attended private schools in his native city and the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina. He engaged in many lines of business; dur- 
ing his early business life he was associated with his father in 
handling turpentine and rosin. At the time of his death he was a 
food broker handling several lines of nationally advertised pro- 
ducts. 

He married Miss Amy Merritt who pre-deceased him about a 
year, and there are two sons, two grandsons and a granddaugh- 
ter surviving him. 


John was raised in St. John's Lodge No. 1, Wilmington, on 
June 2, 1903, and for nearly 39 years was an active and interested 
member of that lodge. He was Master in 1907; served on its com- 
mittees each year, and he was District Deputy Grand Master of 
the Tenth Masonic District from 1930 until his death. 

He was an active and valued member of the York and Scottish 
Rite Bodies in Wilmington. Exalted in Concord Chapter No. 1, 
Royal Arch Masons on March 23, 1905, he served in all of its offi- 
ces and was secretary when he died. He was Grand High Priest of

the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of North Carolina in 1926, and Pre- 


e of the Anointed Order of High Priests of North Carolina in 


He was a member of, and had held all of the offices in, Mun- 
son Council No. 4, Royal and Select Masters, and in 1933 he served 
as Thrice Illustrious Grand Master of the Grand Council of Royal 
and Select Masters in North Carolina. 


He was knighted in Plantagenet Commandery No. 1, Knights 
Templar, at Wilmington, on May 24, 1905, and was its Eminent 
Commander several times. 


He received all of the degrees of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite from the Fourth through the Thirty-second in the 
several Bodies at Wilmington, during 1919 and 1920; served as the 
presiding officer of all those Bodies and was Wise Master at the 
time of his death. 

His activities were not confined to the bodies in Wilmington 
in which he held membership, but he was interested in the welfare 
and progress of all Masonic institutions. For many years he was 
an active and valued member of the board of directors of the Mäso- . 
nic and Eastern Star Home and was a member of that board when 
he died. His special interest in the program of the Grand York 
Rite Bodies centered in the Carson York Rite Library Fund. He 
was chairman of the committee on that Fund for many years and 
under his direction it rendered invaluable service to Oxford Or- 
phanage, and to the Masonic and Eastern Star Home at Greens- 
boro. 

John McEachern was known for his hospitality and for his 
zeal and devotion to Masonry, in all of which he was an inspira- 
tion to his fellows. He found in our Craft those ideals which he 
honored and in which he believed. He gave of himself freely for 
the advancement of the Order, and Masonry has sustained a loss 
in his passing from our midst. 

In honor of his memory, in appreciation of his fellowship 
while among us, and as a sincere expression of admiration for his 
zeal and his courage, we place on record this memorial. 


The following memorial was read in memory of John 
M. Turley: | 


JOHN MOSELEY TURLEY 


John Moseley Turley was born in Johnston County, North 
Carolina, October 2, 1869. He spent seventy-three years of full, 
active, fruitful life near the scenes of his youth. He died suddenly 
October 28, 1942. After a funeral service in The First Baptist 
Church! of which he was a member, he was tenderly and lovingly 
laid to rest by his brethren with full Masonic honors, in the Clay- 


ton Cemetery. 
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Brother Turley petitioned Granite Lodge No. 191, Clayton, N. 
C. for the degrees in Masonry in 1903. He was initiated May 3rd., 
passed June 2nd. and raised to the sublime degree of Master Ma- 
son on September 3, 1903. During his nearly forty years of Maso- 
nie service he served Granite Lodge in various capacities, including 
Master, Treasurer and Secretary. He was Secretary at the time 
of his death and had been for a number of years. For many years 
he had been the chief corner stone of his lodge, the one on whom 
the members and officers leaned most heavily for advice, counsel 
and stimulation, nor once did he fail them. | 


For several years ће had been а member of Raleigh Chapter 
No. 10, Royal Arch Masons. During his membership he was active 
and faithful. At his death he held the office of Principal Sojour- 
ner. 

During 1942 he was made an honorary member of Raleigh 
Lodge No. 500. He accepted this membership with the enthusiasm 
of a boy and was more faithful in his attendance than most of its 
regular members. 


Brother Turley was appointed District Deputy Grand Master 
of the 15th Masonic District in 1939. He served in that capacity 
with all the zeal, devotion and efficiency of his being until his 
death. It was to him a service of love. If he had had free choice to 
select some Masonic service in which to spend his last years, his 
choice would doubtless have been that of District Deputy Grand 
Master. During his more than three years in that office he dili- 
gently performed his duty with the zeal of a neophyte, with the 
solieitude of a father, and with the devotion of а son. He suppor- 
ted the weak, admonished the laggard, and encouraged the faith- 
ful. In season and out of season he traveled his District. Neither 
time nor distance nor inclement weather deterred him from atten- 
dance on what was to him both a duty and a pleasure. Wherever 
the meeting, whatever the occasion, if it was Masonic, Brother 
Turley was there to respond to the Master's gavel if at all practi- 
cable. 


He was one of the first to take the proficiency examination 
and earn his proficiency certificate, proving thereby how complete- 
ly and how well he had maintained his contact with things Ma- 
sonic. 


In the state and community he was a quiet and peaceable citi- 
zen. As a progressive, unright member of his community he was 
. loved, respected, trusted and honored by his fellow citizens and 
business associates. As evidence of this he was variously engaged 
© as Secretary and Treasurer of the Clayton Cotton Mills, Cashier 
of The Bank of Clayton, Sheriff of Johnston County, and several 
times Mayor of the Town of Clayton. 


It is needless here to multiply words in the praise of such a 
man. His memorial is in the hearts of the brethren with whom he 
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labored. The fruits of his labors are found in the increased zeal 
and devotion he has stimulated in those about him. It seems safe 
to say that in few breasts ever beat a heart with greater love, devo- 
tion or loyalty to the Masonic Fraternity and its principles than 
- that of Brother Turley. Those of us who knew him well and worked 
with him will agree that: his heart was true; his faith was deep; 
his spirit was strong; his devotion unfailing; his efforts unceas- 
ing; and his love unfaltering in the service of the Fraternity he 
loved so well and served so unselfishly. 

He was active to the end. His going was unexpected. It seems 
as if in the midst of his active life he perhaps heard a voice from 
some far away clime whispering to him: 


“Т am the Cloud that when Earth's day is done, 
An instant veils an unextinguished sun, 

I am the brooding hush that follows strife, 

The waking from a dream that Man calls—Life.” 


Hearing this he quietly and contentedly let fall the working 
tools he had used so well, pushed aside the curtain that intervenes 
and peacefully entered that undiscovered country from whose 
bourne no traveler returns.

I report to the Grand Lodge that I attended the Annual Meet- 
ing of The George Washington Masonic National Memorial Asso- 
ciation on February 22, at Alexandria, Virginia. 


I have pleasure in reporting that the appropriation made by 
this Grand Lodge a year ago for this object was most gratefully 
received, and happily used. The outstanding achievement of the 
year was the completion of the Blue Lodge Room in the Memorial, 
with the apartments appertaining thereto. This space was dedi- 
cated on February 22. It greatly enhances the dignity, usefulness 
and beauty of the Memorial. 


The Memorial is the outstanding monument, not only to George 
Washington the Mason, but also to Masonic unity in the United 
States. Every Grand Lodge in the United States and a. number of 
other organizations in which Masonry is a prerequisite, has made 
a contribution to this object; all, except perhaps one, are actively 
participating in the project each year in one way or another. 


Several of the Grand Lodges collect an added fee of one dollar 
from each candidate for the degrees, to be paid to the George 
Washington Memorial. Others have representatives who keep alive 
campaigns for voluntary contributions from the lodges and indi- 
vidual Masons. Each year, as the address of your Grand Master 
shows to you, amounts from seventy thousand dollars up are given 
toward the completion of the project; other contributions are made 
toward its permanent fund, which will be invested so that from 
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its income the maintenance of the Memorial may be assured in 
perpetuity. ч 

I am informed that the priceless Washingtonia owned by Alex- 
andria-Washington Lodge of Alexandria are already in the Memo- 
rial Building. I long for the coming of the day when they shall 
be properly installed there so that they may be seen and be an 
inspiration to all who may visit the Memorial.

Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence submits the fol- 
lowing report: 


DECISIONS 


DECISION No. 1—We agree with and approve the conclusion 
reached by the Grand Master to the effect that the. candidate 
should not legally and properly receive the Entered Apprentice 
Degree, or any degree in Masonry, until after he has re-petitioned 
the lodge at least twelve months after his rejection and has been 
properly elected to receive the degrees. We do not agree that 
Section 148 of the Code applies in any way to the facts recited 
in this case, because the alleged initiation was void ab initio and 
the candidate was not at the time qualified to receive any degree 
in Masonry. 5

Your committee has carefully considered, in the time allowed 
us, the report of the action taken by the Grand Chapter, Order of 
the Eastern Star in North Carolina, at its Annual Meeting in 
1942 on the proposed amendments to the charter of the Masonic

It has been made to appear to this committee by the report

It wishes to congratulate the Superintendent and his staff 
upon their excellent financial management of the institution du- 
ring this trying year so that they have come through without a 
deficit. It glories with them in the number of stars upon its 
war flag and mourns with them those that have turned to gold. 
It expresses its appreciation of the war activities of both staff 
and students. 

It wishes to express also its appreciation of the loyal and use- 
ful way in which Brother Frank Pinnix and The Orphans' Friend 
have served the Masons of the State. 

The Committee submits the following recommendations and 
requests: > 

1. It endorses the request of the Board of Directors to the 
Grand Lodge for an additional appropriation of $5,000.00.

6. It urges upon the lodges and the individual members con- 
tinued and increased support of the Orphans’ Friend. 
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In the Oxford Orphanage the Masonic fraternity is building 
for the future. Its conduct in the present crisis indicates that we 
Masons have built well and may take pride in what we have done. 
It behooves us to continue by keeping up our support, moral, spir- 
itual and financial, to this institution, however difficult these 
coming years may be.
